S.R.O. 56.— In exercise of the powers conferred by section 
13 of the. National Cadet Corps Act, 1948 (XXXI of 
1948), the Central Government hereby makes the following 
uile.s further to amend the National Cadet Corps (Girls 
Division) Rules 1949, namely :—- 

1. (1) These rules may be called the National Cadet 

Corps (Girls Division) 2nd Amendment Rules, 
1985, 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the OfficiaT Gazette. 

2. In the National Cadet Corps (Girls Division) Ruled, 

3949—■ 

(1) in rule 13, for clause (a), the following clause shall 
be substituted, namely :— 

"(a) unless she is a member of tile permanent teach¬ 
ing staff with a minimum seivice of three years— 

(i) In the case of Junior Wing, of the school, 
and, 

(ii) in the case of Senior Wing, of the college, 
where a Junior or Senior Wing unit or part 
thereof, as the case may be, is being raised.” 

Provided that in the case of members of the .caching staff 
who have served in the National Cadet Corps as Under 
Officers or have obtained G-I or G-1I Certificates, the service 
qualification under this clause may he relaxed by the Director 
General, National Cadet Corps. 

Note.—Die expression ‘teaching staff' shall not include 
physical training instructors, physical education tea¬ 
cher, Directors of physical education, sports officers 
and demonstrators employed in the educational 
institutions."; 

(2) for rule 14, the following rule shall be substituted, 
namely 

“14. Application for appointment.— (1) Any ferjiale 
member of the permanent teaching staff of a 
college, who is desirous of being appointed as 
an officer in the Senior Wing of the Girls Division, 
shall apply in Form II direct to the Vict-Chnncel- 
lor of the University or the Director National 
Cadet Corps of the State or the Director Public 
Instruction, as may be specified in (his behalf 
by the -State Government, with one copy to the 
Principal of the College. The Principal of the 
College shall complete part ‘B’ of Form II referr¬ 
ed to above and forward the same to the Vice- 
Chancellor, the Director National Cadet Corps of 
the State or the Director of Public .Instruction as 
the case may be. 

(2) Any female member of the permanent teaching 
staff who is desirous of being appointed as an 
officer in the Junior Wing of Girls Division shall 
apply ip Form II to the Principal or the Head¬ 
mistress, as the case may be, of her school, who 
shall, after completing Part ‘B’ thereof, forward 
the application ;— 

(a) where there is an Inspectress of Schools, to such 
Inspectress; or 

(b) where there is no Inspectress of Schools, to such 
other educational authority, as may be specified 
in this behalf by the State Government. The 
Inspectress - of schools or other educational autho- 

i-l': rity, as the may be, shall forward the ap¬ 

plication, withhef" rfcdfnmendations, to the Dir¬ 
ector of 1 Public ; Instruction.’’; 
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(3) for rule 15, the following rule ohall be substituted, 
namely :— 

“15. Medical examination.—If the Vice-Chancellor of 
a University or the (Director National Cadet 
Corps or the Director of Public Instruction, as 
the case may be, is satisfied that the applicant 
fulfils the conditions of appointment and that‘she 
is suitable for appointment as a officer in the 
National Cadet "Corps, he shall' cause the nppli- 
cant to be medically examined.” 

(4) for rule 16, the following rule shalr be substituted, 
namely :— 

“16. Verification.—(1) When an application under 
role 14 is made to the Principal of :t college or 
the Principal or Headmistress, as the case mav be, 
of a school, she will, before forwarding the 
application to the prescribed authority, satisfy 
herself that the application is in order and that 
the applicant fulfils the Conditions of appoint¬ 
ment specified in rule 13. 

(2) The Vice-Chancellor of University or the Director 
National Cadet Corps or the Director of Public 
Instruction, on receipt of an application under 
rule 14, shall make ttuch. further inquiry regard¬ 
ing the suitability of the applicant for appoint¬ 
ment as an officer in the National Cadet Corps, 
as may be prescribed in this behalf by th c State 
Government." 

(5) for rule 17, the following rule shall be substituted 
namely :—■ 

"17. Rejection.—If the Vicc-Chancelfor of a University 
or the Director National Cadet Corps or the 
Director Public Instruction, as the case may be, 
is satisfied that the application is not in order, 
or that the applicant docs not fulfil thc conditions 
of appointment, or that she is not suitable to 
be appointed as an officer in the National Cadet 
Corps, or the applicant is reported to be medi¬ 
cally unfit for service in the National Cadet Corps, 
the Vice-Chancellor or tho Director National 
Cadet Corps or the Director of Public Instruc¬ 
tion shall reject the application and shall inform 
the applicant accordingly through the Principal 
or the Headmistress concerned.”; 

(6) in rule 18, for sub-rule (1), thc following sub¬ 
rule sfttall be substituted, namely :—* 

“(l) If thc Vice-Chancellor of a University or the 
Director National Cadet Corps or the Director 
Public Instruction docs not Reject the application, 
the applicant shall be directed to appear before 
a Selection Board, to be set up in the manner 
specified by the Ministry of Defence, Government 
of India.”;
